ADIVENTS have recently occurred which deeply in- 
| tereſt every genuine Chriſtian, We learn, from 
ſources the moſt direct and authentic, that exertions 
of uncommon vigour are now making, beyond the 
Atlantic, for extending the kingdom of our LoRD 

Jzsvs CnRIST. A ſpirit of jealouſy for his name, not 
leſs decifive than univerſal, actuates our brethren in 
Britain. Its influence was firſt felt by the faithful 

around the metropolis; and the impulſe hath vibrated 
to the extremes of the fle. While their nation is in- 

wolved in the deſtructive war which convulſes Europe, 
they are devoted to the advancement of that kingdom 

which is righteouſneſs, and peace; and joy in che Holy 
Ghoſt, Large ſocieties, - founded on. evangelical prin- 

ciples, and embracing various denominations, have al- 

ready been formed, and are rapidly forming, for the 

purpoſe of propagating the goſpel among the unhappy 

Heathen. With a magnanimity worthy of Chriſtians 

they have facrificed the bigotries of party on the altar 

of Apoſtolic zeal. To the Eaſt, to the South, to the 
Welt, their ardent eye directs its attention. Unvilling 
£0 reſtrict their efforts to their own immediate connec- 
&£* tions, 
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tions, it is their noble deſign to produce, if poſſible, 
* a general movement of the church upon earth.” 
It was their generous piety which gave riſe to THE 


New-York MissTONARY SocittTY. It is to folicit 
your co-operation in the ſame glorious work, that the 
Society now addreſſes you; and ſurely, brethren, there 
are conſiderations which ſhould prompt us to follow, 
without delay, their great example. That in Meſſiali 
<« all the families of the earth ſhall be bleſſed,“ is yet the 
ſubje& of promiſe. True it is, that the effects which 
reſulted from his © appearing to put away fin by the ſa- 
* crifice of himſelf,” were a pledge of its final and illuſ- 
trious accompliſhment, When he aſcended up on high, 
the wall of partition between the Gentile and the Jew 
was broken down: the river of life poured its ſtreams 


among the nations; they watered the lot of our Pagan 


progenitors; they have deſcended unto us, their chil- 
dren; and we, at this hour, verify. the gracious pre- 
diction, it ſhall come to paſs that in the place where 
<« it was faid unto them, ye are not my people, there it 
<« ſhall be faid unto them, ye are the ſons of the living 
* God.” 123 | 
But although ſplendid acceſſions have been made to 
the church of Chriſt, there is room for acceſſions yet 
more ſplendid. Though we enjoy the cleareſt light of 
his goſpel, there are millions of our race on whom it 
never ſhone. There are hundreds of millions who never 
taſted his ſalvation, nor heard of his name. Of theſe, vaſt 
numbers are in our own land. They are without God, 
and without hope; deſtitute of the means of grace, and 
even inſenſible to their miſery; Age after age hath elapſ- 
ed, and they fill fit in the region and ſhadow of death. 
Beſides theſe, there are, on our frontiers, multitudes 
whoſe ſituation, notwithſtanding occaſional aid, entities 
them to our deepeſt commiſeration—without the ſtated 
preaching of the word—without the ordinances of the 
4 7451 goſpel 
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golpe without ſanctified ſabbaths, or regular religious 


jnſtruction; many of them, though called Chriſtians, 
are Heathen in reality. 

If their hapleſs ſtate ſhould excite our ſympathy, 
the duty of attempting their relief is too plain to be 
evaded, and is recommended by motives the moſt 
tender and forceful. The ſouls of theſe poor Pagans,, 
and of others in circumſtances not leſs afflicting, are 
as valuable as our own: they are as capable as ourſelves 
of glorifying God, and of being glorified with him. 
They will be as bright ornaments, if ſaved, in the 
crown of IEsus; and, if loſt, as certain heirs of the 
wrath to come. | SELF 

In their forlorn condition we ſee an affecting picture 
of what ourſelves once were. Me, too, have ſprung; 
from an infidel ftock. We, too, were © aliens from 
the commonwealth of Iſrael, and ſtrangers from the 
* covenants of promiſe:”* And ſuch would we have 
been at this day, had not ſome diſciples, to whom we 
are everlaſting debtors—men *© full of faith and of 
ce the Holy Ghoſt,” put their lives in their hands, and 
preached to our fathers the goſpel of falvation. They 
felt the authority of the command which enjoins the 
church to evangelize the nations; and that command, 
in all its ſolemnity, is binding upon us. Freely we, 
have received freely we muſt give. The leaſt ac- 
knowledgement which the loving kindneſs of God our, 
Saviour can require at our hands, is to . take the cup 


X <« of falvation;” to drink deeply for ourſelyes, and 


communicate of it to others. And yet, what have we 
done towards reſcuing the Heathen from their igno- 
rance and from their deluſions? We have prayed in- 
deed; we are in the habit of praying that the king- 
dom of our Lord Jeſus may come. But what meas 
have we uſed for attaining the bleſſing? Where are 


the monuments of our zeal, of our boldneſs, of our 
fortitude, 
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Fortitude, of our patience? The zeal of others who 
have preceded us, is a ſtriking reproof to our luke- 
warmneſs. The labours of the Mayhews, in the eaſt- 
ern ſtates, in the laſt century of the apoſtolic Elliot 
of the indefatigable Brainerd—and the exertions of the 
Moravian Chriſtians, and the ſucceſs which they have 
obtained, at once ſpeak ſhame to our apathy, and en- 
couragement to our emulation. Verily we are guilty 
in this reſpect. We have not realized the deplorable 
tate of millions of our ſpecies. We have been con- 
tented with wiſhes, when we were called to action. 
We have folded our arms in ſloth, or have waſted 
ourſelves in conteſts of inferior moment, when we 
faould have confolidated our ſtrength in the cauſe of 
the common ſalvation. Sarely our friend, our brother, 
who delivered us from going down to the pit, who, 
his own ſelf, bore our fins in his own body on the 
<« tree,” merited a more grateful recompence. May 
not our backwardneſs in publiſhing abroad his praiſes 


be a cauſe of his controverly with us? May it not be, at 


leaſt in part, to correct this iniquity, that vital godlineſs 
decays among ourſelves, and the influences of his good 
Spirit are withheld from our devotional aſſemblies? 
Ah! the neceſſities of the Heathen have long implored 
our aid, but implored in vain: and if they be ſtill diſ- 
regarded, the cry of their blood, ſucceeding to the cry 
of their wretchedneſs, may bring upon us a calamity 
which ſhall make the ears of every one that heareth it 
to tingle. Who knoweth but the Lord, to puniſh our 
inſenf{bility, may, by a ſpecial providence, transfer our 
privileges to the inhabitant of the foreſt; may write 
upon our temple-doors, THE GLORY Is DEPARTED! 
and while he cauſes the deſert to rejoice and bloſſom 
* as the roſe;” may abandon us to the deſolating flood, 
and convert our goodly heritage into a barren waſte ! 
Belides thoſe conſiderations which addreſs our ſenſe 
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of gratitude and of intereſt, there is another no leſs 
powerful, which ariſes from the peculiar circumſtances 
of the times, Infidelity abounds. Tt hath aſſumed an 
imperious air, and glories in the expectation of a ſpeedy 
extermination of the religion of Jzsvs. To confound 
its vain hopes, we are called upon to ſhew, by our 
activity in the cauſe of truth, that the Spirit of Chriſt 
continues to animate his body; that there is ſtill kfe and 
energy in his church, and that the proſpect is as diſtant 

as ever, of © the gates of hell prevailing againſt her.” 
If then, dear brethren, the ſouls of men are precious 
in our eyes—if the honour of our Lord Jeſus is an ob- 
ject of our defire, or his commandment of our reve- 
rence—if gratitude for his wondrous love hath not 
fled from our hearts—if the conſciouſneſs of former 
neglect excites one emotion of ſhame, let us rouſe from 
our lethargy—let us ſtrive to. redeem, by future dili- 
gence, our loſt opportunities. While other parts of the 
church are earneſt and active, let us not be like a palſied 
limb in a living body. In order to ſecond the efforts 
abroad, by ſtrenuous efforts at home, let us, with cor- 
dial affection and mutual confidence, unite our ſuppli- 
cations, our counſels, our. reſources. Should: we even 
fail in our immediate expectations, we may aid thoſe 
who ſhall have better ſucceſs. And if finners be brought 
to the Saviour, our object is gained. In the temple 
above it will make no difference whether they were 
gathered from the banks of the Miflifippi, the Gambia, 

or the Ganges. | 

But, to effect any part of ſo vaſt a deſign, good 
wiſhes are not ſufficient. The wiſeſt and moſt bene- 
volent plan muſt be defeated without encouragement 
of a different kind; we aſk, therefore, brethren, a 
portion of your worldly ſubſtance—we aſk it in the name 
of HIM whoſe you are, and whom you ſerve. © Ye 
* know the grace of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, that though 
« he 


| 
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&« he was rich, yet for your ſakes he became poor, that 
ye, through his poverty, might be rich.” You have 
nothing but what you receive from his bounty. He 
poured out his ſoul for you; and is it a great matter, if, 
with a pittance of your carnal things, you miniſter to 
the intereſts of his kingdom? Let wealthy Chriſtians 
remember, that © the liberal deviſeth liberal things, and 
< by liberal things ſhall he ſtand.” Let the widow throw 
in her mite, be 1t ever ſo ſmall. Her offering of love 
will neither be rejected of God, nor uſeleſs to man. As 
drops from heaven create the mighty torrent, ſo the 
feebleſt powers, in combination, produce an aſtoniſhin 
reſult; and accompliſh, with eaſe, what theory would 
have pronounced incredible, if not impoſſible. 
Such, brethren, are our intentions, and ſuch our re- 
queſts. Shall we, in propoſing them, incur the danger 
of repulſe? Muſt we be diſheartened by reluctance, or 
mortified by objection? Will any one flight our under- 
taking as romantic and chimerical? Will he paint to 
us the perils of the wilderneſs - the ſavageneſs of the 
Heathen— their roving diſpoſition— their diverſified 
ſpeech—their cuſtoms in every thing abhorrent from 
civilized life? Will he dwell on the improbability 
of obtaining ſuitable miſſionaries? On the diſpropor- 
tion of our means to the end we have in view? Will he 
recal the ſucceſsleſs iſſue of ſome former attempts, and 
thence predict the diſappointment of our hopes? 

To all ſuch objections we reply, © In THE NAME OF 
R GOD WE LIFT UP OUR BANNERS” We know 
that the ſervice is difficult We have not amuſed our- 
ſelves with the dream of progreſs without obſtacle, and 
victory without reſiſtance. But we know allo, that in dif- 


ficult ſervices the grace of Jeſus, and the power of faith, 


are moſt conſpicuous. , When the honours of the crols, 


and the eternal welfare of men are at ſtake, we muſt not 
* confer with fleſh and blood.“ Tt is criminal timidity |

which whiſpers, a there is a lion in the way—T ſhall be 


« ſlain in the ſtreets. Me cannot encounter more heart- 
breaking oppoſition than was encountered, in a ſimilar 
enterpriſe, by the apoſtles of the Lau, and by the 
bleſſed Reformers. Thoſe apoſtles and reformers who 
always triumphed in CyrIsT—trinmphed when Perſe- 
cution waved over their heads her ſcourge of blood, and 
kindled around them the fires of martyrdom. With 
leſs to diſmay, we have as much to encourage. If in 
the might of Hu who hath “ all power in heaven and 
in earth, bey were more than conquerors;“ in HIs 
might wwe can conquer too. Nay, there is nothing more 
formidable in the experiment which we contemplate, 
than in a believer's daily warfare © with principalities and 


powers, and ſpiritual wickednefles.” God reigneth 


= © over the heathen. God is king of all the earth.” The 
ſilver is his; the gold is his: The diſpoſitions of men 
are under his controul: His grace can fix the wandering, 
and humanize the cruel; can quicken the ſluggiſh, ren- 
der the ſordid generous, and embolden the fearful; can 
= beſtow an apoſtlic ſpirit for apoſtolic work; can make 
* worm Jacob threſh the mountains.” Let our hearts, 
then, ſwell with reſolution, and beat high with hope. 
Glorious things are ſpoken of the city of God. For 
thus faith the Lorp, I will extend peace to her like 
© a river, and the glory of the gentiles like a flowing 
e ſtream, I will lift up mine hand to the gentiles, 
and ſet my ſtandard to the people; and they ſhall 
bring thy ſons on their arms, and thy daughters ſhall 
ebe carried upon their ſhoulders. Faithful is he who 
„ hath promiſed, who alſo will do it.” And diftin- 
guiſhed will be our honour, brethren, if he vouchſafe 
to employ us as inſtruments in the fulfilment of his 
word, Should he even, in his ſearchleſs wiſdom, not 
permit our attempt to have the deſired effect, the at- 
tempt itſelf ſhall turn to us for a teſtimony, and ſhall 
B come 
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dome up, in memorial, before his throne; when the 
pageantries of the world paſs into oblivion. 

Finally, brethren, we intreat that our inſtitution may 
not be miſunderſtood. Let not ſuſpicion view it as a 
political combination. The kingdom of Chrift, that 
kingdom which we have united to promote, ts not of 
this world. We moft ſolemnly diſclaim all intention 
of aſſociating for any political or party-purpoſes what- 
ever. Neither let it be interpreted as a conſpiracy 
againſt the outward diſtinctions that prevail among us. 
With equal ſolemnity we diſclaim all intention of | 
interfering, directly or indirectly, with the internal 
arrangements or other peculiarities of any Chriſtian 
denomination. The only end of our aſſociation 
is that which, in ſingleneſs of heart, we have pub- 
Ticly avowed, the promulgation of the goſpel of our 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt. To this, all who love him will 
ſay, notwithſtanding their ſmaller differences, God 
ſpeed! Under fo pleafing an impreſſion, brethren, we 
commit ourſelves and our undertaking to God and to 
you. Without the arrogance of dictating, we beg leave 
to recommend the immediate formation of ſimilar ſocie- 
ties throughout the continent. Your own acquaintance | 
with your local fituation qualifies you to judge how 


large a diſtri each ought to include. Let agreement 


in the great doctrines of grace be the baſis of aſſocia- 
tion. While this will be a principle of energy in each 
ſociety, it will be a ſtrong tie of connection to the 
whole; and will enable them to concert and to conduct 
a plan of harmonious and efficient co-operation. The 
hearty concurrence of Chriſtians of different denomi- 
nations in a ſcheme ſo intereſting to them all, will be a 
token for good, that the Loxp is about to build up 
Zion, and to appear in his glory. Aux. Even ſo:

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CONSTITUTION. 


I. GENERAL DESIGN. 
I. HIS ſociety ſhall be called, THE New-York 


 Mi1s$10NARY SOCIETY. 

2. The efforts of the ſociety ſhall be excluſively di- 
rected to the propagation of the glorious goſpel of 
Chriſt, in places which are deſtitute of it, and of the 
means of obtaining it: nor ſhall any buſineſs, not im- 
mediately relative to this object, be diſcuſſed at any of 
their meetings. | 

3. That the world may be ſatisfied as to the reli- 


1 gious principles which they embrace for themſelves, 


and reſolve to propagate among others, their view of 
the great outlines of the doctrine of ſalvation is exhibit- 
ed in the following propoſitions: Thar in Jenovan, 
the one only living and true God, there are three per- 
ſons equal in all divine perfections, the Father, the Son, 
and the Holy Ghoſt—Trar Jehovah, who created all 
things for his own glory, made our firſt parents up- 
right, and entered into covenant with them for them- 
ſelves, and for their poſterity—THar in their fall, all 
mankind fell; that they are, by nature, children of 
wrath; are totally depraved, being dead in treſpaſſes 
and fins; and, with reſpe& to any created power, are 
without help and without hope T Har in virtue of a 
covenant eſtabliſhed, from everlaſting, with him as the

federal head of the election of grace, the Lord Jeſus 


Chriſt, the eternal Son of the Father, was manifeſted 
in the fleſh, by aſſuming the human, into a perſonal 


union with his divine, nature—THar being, in one 


perſon, very God and very man, he, as the ſurety of his 
people, yielded perfect obedience to the precept of the 
divine law; and endured its penalty to the uttermoſt, 
in pouring out his foul unto death as a true and proper 
ſacrifice and atonement for their fins—THar his righ- 
teouſneſs, conſiſting of both his obedience and ſuffer- 


ings, freely imputed to them, and received by faith, is 


the ſole ground of their acceptance with God, and of 
their title to eternal life Har they are made alive 


unto God; are vitally united with the Lord Jeſus; are 


ſanctified, and rendered meet for heaven, by the effica- 
cious and almighty energy of the Holy Spirit THAT 
the word and ordinances are the great means which he 
employs in beginning, carrying on, and completing his 
work of grace in the heart IT Har there is an inſepara- 
ble connection between free pardon and the practice of 
holineſs— THaAr all who are juſtified by the merit, and 
regenerated by the Spirit, of Chriſt, are kept by the 
power of God through faith unto ſalvation-ANDο THAT 


there will be a general reſurrection of the dead, both of | 


the juſt and of the unjuſt; and a final retribution by Jeſus 
Chriſt, who will adjudge the righteous to endleſs life, 
and the wicked to endleſs puniſhment. 


4. The ſociety will cordially correſpond and co-ope- 


rate with other ſocieties which now exiſt, or may here- 
after exiſt, in any nation or part of the world; or with 
individuals, who, agreeing with them in theſe important 


truths, incline to aid the proſecution of their deſign. 


II. OFFICERS any DIRECTORS. 
1. The officers of the ſociety to be choſen annually, 


A PRESIDENT, 


N 


A ParsIDENT, to preſerve regularity and decorum 
in the proceedings of the ſociety when met; and for 
that end to ſtate queſtions; confine ſpeakers to the ſub- 
je& under diſcuſſion; give the corny vote in all equal 
diviſions; and generally, to enforce ſuch rules, both of 
order and of buſineſs, as the ſociety may enact. 

A Vice-PRESIDENT, who, in the abſence of the Pre- 
fident, ſhall take his place, and perform his duties. 

A TREASURER, to receive the monies, make the diſ- 
burſements, and keep the accounts of the ſociety; who 
ſhall give ſufficient ſecurity to the Directors for the 
faithful diſcharge of his truſt. 

A SECRETARY, to conduct their correſpondence, 
under the ſuperintendance of the Directors; and 

A CLE, to record their proceedings. 

2. There ſhall be choſen annually, by ballot, twelve 

perſons, who, together with the officers, ſhall conſtitute 
a Board of Directors. Seven ſhall be a quorum. 
3. It ſhall be the duty of the Directors to collect and 
prepare for the confideration of the ſociety, all ſuch in- 
formation as, in their judgment, ſhall be neceſſary for 
forming any general arrangements; to inquire after, ap- 
prove, inſtruct, ſend out, and watch over, miflionaries 
to apply, to the objects of the aflociation, ſuch of the re- 
gular income as ſhall not be reſerved by the ſociety for 
their own ſpecial diſpoſal ; to lay before the ſociety, at 
every ordinary meeting, a conciſe ſummary of their 
proceedings: and the better to diſcharge the truſt re- 
poſed in them, they ſhall be empowered either to act 
all together, or to ſubdivide themſelves into different 
committees, ſubject to the direction of the whole, as 
they ſhall find moſt convenient and advantageous. 

4. The Directors ſhall meet ſtatedly, at leaſt once a 
quarter; and ſhall always meet on or before the Mon- 
day immediately preceding the general meeting of the 
ſociety. This meeting of the Directors may coincide 
with a quarterly meeting, if found convenient, 


5. On 


„ 
5. On the deceaſe, or reſignation of any of the offi- 
cers, the Directors ſhall fill up the vacancy till the next 
meeting of the ſociety. 


III. GENERAL MEETINGS. 


1. The ſociety ſhall meet annually, at the city of 
New-York, on the firſt Tueſday in November; for 
the purpole of 2 the report of the Directors 
examining the ſtate of their finances —electing their 
officers, &c. and concerting meaſures for proſecuting, 
to effect, the great intereſts of the aſſociation. I Wenty- 
one members ſhall be a quorum. 

2. At every annual meeting, one or more ſermons 
ſhall be preached, by a miniſter or miniſters of the aſlo- 
ciation, appointed at the laſt annual meeting, and a col- 
lection made for the benefit of the ſociety. Should any 
thing, during the receſs of the ſociety, fruſtrate their 
appointment, a new one ſhall be made by the Direc- 
tors. 

3. All publications, in the name of the ſociety, ſhall 
be reſolved upon in a general meeting; ſhall be ſigned 
by their Secretary; committed to the Directors to be 
printed at the ſociety's expence, and diſpoſed of on their 
account; and all monies ariſing from the ſale thereof, 
ſhall be immediately paid into the treaſury, 

4. Beſides the ordinary meetings of the ſociety, the 
Directors, upon any urgent occaſion, ſhall call a ſpecial 
meeting; of which the members ſhall be informed by a 
written intimation from the Secretary. 

5. All meetings of the ſociety ſhall be opened and 


cloſed with prayer. 


IV. ADMISSION or MEMBERS. 


1. Perſons may be admitted from all religious de- 
nominations indiſcriminately. 


2. Every perſon propoſed for admiſſion muſt be 
recommended 


COP is 


recommended, in writing, by at leaſt two of the mem- 
bers, as friendly to the object and principles of the ſocis- 
ty, and as of Chriſtian deportment. 

3. The power of admitting members is lodged in 
the board of direction; but the votes of two-thirds of 
the Directors preſent, taken by ballot, ſhall be neceſſary 
to an election. 

4. The ſociety reſerves to itſelf the power of electing 
honorary members. | 

5. Every member (honorary ones excepted) ſhall 
ſubſcribe the conſtitution of the ſociety, * to his 
being admitted to a ſeat. 

6. Every member (honorary ones excepted, with 
whom it ſhall be optional) ſhall pay into the treaſury, 
on his election, a ſum not leſs than two dollars and an 
half; and a further yearly ſum of not leſs than two dol- 
lars. 

5. Every congregation or aſſociation which favours 
the defign of the ſociety, ſhall be entitled to ſend one 
delegate for every ſum equal to that required from in- 
dividual members; and every ſuch delegate, bn com- 
plying with the ſecond and fifth regulations under this 
head, ſhall enjoy all the privileges of a member without 
a formal election. 

8. Members who ſhall be found hoſtile to the reli- 
gious principles of the ſociety, as ſet forth in this con- 
ftitution, or immoral in their n ſnall forfeit their 
memberſhip. 


V. MISSIONARIES and orRER TEACHERS: 


1. Every miflionary, or other teacher, ſhall be ap- 
pointed by the Directors. 

2. The Directors are to uſe their utmoſt diligence, 
in aſcertaining the orthodoxy, piety, talents, zeal and 
prudence of miſſionaries; and on no account whatever 
to alen perſons of a dubious character. 
; 3- In 
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. in caſes where it is thought proper that a miſ- 


onary be ordained, he ſhall be remitted, for ordina- 
tion, to his particular religious connections; and at the 
fame time ſhall be conſidered as ſent out by the ſociety 
at large; and ſhall equally enjoy their countenance and 
ſupport. 

4. Beſides miſſionaries, the ſociety will gladly, as 
their reſources ſhall permit, embrace opportunities of 
eſtabliſhing catechiſts, or other teachers of approved 
piety, and ſoundneſs in the faith. 

. Miffionaries; or other teachers, who ſhall prove 
diſorderly or unfaithful in the diſcharge of their duty, 
may be ſuſpended by the Directors, from the ſervice of 
the ſociety till their next general meeting. 

6. All miſſionaries and teachers ſhall receive ſuch 
falaries as the Directors ſhall appoint: but their ap- 
ee ſhall be ſubject to the reviſion of the ert 


VI. FUNDS. 


i. The ſources from which the revenue of the ſociety 
is contemplated to ariſe, are the ſtated ſubſcription of 
members public collections the ſale of the ſociety's 
publications and the liberal benefactions of ſocieties; 


and benevolent individuals. 
2. If there be in the treiſury a conſiderable ſurplu- 


ſage unappropriated, and for which there is no proſpect 


of a ſpeedy appropriation, the Treaſurer, by the advice 
of the Directors, ſhall loan it, in truſt, at lawful intereſt, 
on good ſecurity or diſpoſe of it in ſome other manner 
equally ſafe and productive. 

3. No montes ſhall be paid by the Treaſurer without 
an order from the ſociety, or from the Directors, to the 
amount to which they authoriſed to draw. 

4. The ſociety will confider themſelves at liberty to

1. No alteration ſhall be made in this conſtitution 
unleſs it be previouſly ſubmitted to the Board of Direc- 
tors and by them laid before the ſociety at their next

2. In thoſe caſes, however, in which a propoſal for 
alteration ſhall be not be approved by the Directors, 
it may be brought by the propoſer immediately before 
the ſociety, but it ſhall lie over for conſideration till the 
next ordinary meeting. |
